The exportable surplus in the season ended 30th November, 1932, was estimated to be 
between 38,000,000 bushels and 40,000,000 bushels. “ Direct oversea exports of wheat and grain 
equivalent of flour were 36,200,000 bushels. In addition about 2,500,000 bushels were despatched 
to Victoria and 1,100,000 bushels to Queensland in the first ten months of the season. On 
27th November, 1932, the quantity of old season’s wheat grain stored in silos and on railway 
premises was 110,000 bushels. Stocks of grain and flour as at the end of November, 1932, appear 
to have been lower than at any time in the past five years.

4. BUTTER.

AGGREGATE AMOUNT OF WAGES PAID AND INDEX OF EMPLOYMENT. 


Data under these headings are now being compiled. Progress tabulations, including 
nearly 100 of the larger factories, indicate that there were 37,240 employees on the pay sheets 
in the middle week of October, 1932, compared with 31,916 in the corresponding week of 1931. 
The increase occurred mainly in the iron, steel, engineering, and clothing trades. The volume 
of employment in retail trades is indicated in Table 10. The numbers employed in the principal 
business and industrial activities cf the Government (exclusive of special relief works) were 
practically unchanged over the period. 


22. STOCK EXCHANGE INDEX (SYDNEY). 


The following index of the values of the principal Company shares on Sydney Stock 
Exchange embraces the ordinary shares of companies (excluding banking companies) whose 
business is conducted wholly or largely in New South Wales. 

The prices of individual shares are unweighted, and the group averages are the means of 
the average monthly prices per £ of paid-up capital. The aggregate index is the average for the 
whole of the shares included in the groups with the addition of 24 miscellaneous shares. It 
represents the ratio of the average prices of ordinary shares to their par values.
